sort  of  amusement  for  the  entertainment  of  its  guests;  the 
chief  amusement  of  the  High  Wave  Hotel  seemed  to  be 
the  guess  as  to  which  bluff  the  landlord  would  work  next.  On 
the  morning  at  the  rise  of  the  curtain,  the  guests  are  about  to 
receive  an  outing  which  has  been  promised  for  several  days, 
when  they  are  interrupted  by  a telegram  which  announces  the 
arrival  of  two  supposed  (Terman  Counts  traveling  ^Hncog,” 
which  saves  the  landlord  another  yarn  and  disapppointment  to 
his  guests  and  sets  them  full  of  expectations  for  a chance  to 
associate  with  the  nobility.  The  landlord  hastily  sends  to 
Snider’s  for  two  German  waiters  having  no  one  in  the  house 
who  speaks  German,  but  is  deceived  by  the  arrival  of  the 
Counts  whom  he  at  once  takes  for  waiters  and  installs  them 
in  charge  of  tables  under  the  care  of  the  head  waiter.  The 
Counts,  wishing  to  avoid  a court  scandal  in  Berlin,  fall  will- 
ing victims,  and  decide  to  play  the  roll  of  waiters.  In  the 
meantime,  the  preparations  for  the  welcome  of  the  noted 
guests  are  taking  place,  and  when  the  original  Dutch  waiters 
from  Snider's  do  arrive,  they  are  royally  received  with  the 
chorus  of  “Welcome,”  “All  hail  the  sons  of  Fatherland.” 
Left  in  amazement  and  surprise  after  their  royal  reception, 
they  are  interviewed  by  the  two  Counts,  who  prevail  ui)on 
them  to  carry  out  their  parts  as  Counts;  their  price  to  be  their 
expenses  at  the  hotel  and  $1,000.00.  The  waiters  accept  the 
proposition  and  carry  out  their  parts  to  the  astonishment  of 
the  guests  in  general  at  the  hotel,  at  the  actions  of  such  queer 
nobles  until  the  Counts’  departure,  when  they  are  found  out 
and  square  themselves  by  accepting  positions  to  serve  as  wait- 
ers at  the  crowded  hotel  which  has  been  doing  a rushing 
business  on  the  nobility  advertisement.
